And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 5th March, 1977 ; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said proposals have been considered by 
the Central Government ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 6 of the Export (Quality Control & Inspection) Act, 
1963 (22 Of 1963) the Central Government, . after consulting 
the Export Inspection Council, being of opinion that it is 
necessary and expedient so to do for the development of the 
export trade of India, hereby :— 

(1) notifies that Silver Plated Wares shall be subject to 
inspection prior to export ; 
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(2) specifics the type of inspection in accordance with the 

Export of Silver Plated Wares (Inspection) Rules, 
1978 as type of inspection which shall be applied to 
such Silver Plated Wares prior to export ; 

(3) recognises the specifications declared by the exporter 

to be the agreed specifications of the export con- 
tract for the Silver Plated Wares, where 

such specifications are not lower to those 
prescribed by the Government of the Importing 
country ; and in the absence of any stipulation 
about any specifications in the export contract by 
the Government of the importing country, recogni- 
ses the specifications ae given in Annexure I to this 
order; 

(4) prohibits the export, in the course of international 

trade, of such Silver Plated Wares unless the same 
are accompanied by a certificate Issued by any of 
the agencies established under Section 7 of the 
Export (Quality Control & Inspection) Act, 1963 
(22 of 1963), to the effect that the consignment of 
Silver Plates Wares satisfied the condition* relating 
to inspection and is export worthy. 

2. Nothing in this order shall apply to the export by land, 
*ea or air of samples of Silver Plated Wares not exceeding 
three in number of each type to prospective buyers, 

3, In this order Silver Plated Wares shall mean articles 
made of any metal or alloy having Silver Plating on them, 

ANNEXURE I 

SPECIFICATIONS FOR SILVER PLATED WARES 

1. Design, shape and dimensions to be similar with the 
agreement of the export contract as declared by the exporter, 
Declaration and samples declared by the exporter will be 
accepted for inspection. 

2. Workmanship and finish shall be of high standard. The 
polish shall be adequately bright or In any other finish as 
desired by the buyer. The wares shall be free from surface 
defects and imperfections, spinning or tool marks, black 
spots, patches (red or other colour), stains, burrs, cracks, 
holes, seams etc. All the edges shall be well rounded. 

3. The Silver plating shall stand the adhesion test as given 
in 3,1. 

3.1. An area of not more than 6 cm 2 of the plated surface 
at any spot selected, shall be rubbed rapidly and firmly for 
15 seconds with a smooth metal Implement, The burnish area 
shall then be visually inspected and if there is no indication of 
the deposit becoming detached from the base metal, the 
adhesion shall be deemed adequate. A suitable burnishing 
implement is a copper disc (such as a copper coin) used 
edgewise and broad side. The pressure shall be sufficient to 
burnish the film at every stroke but not so great as to cut 
the deposit. Poor adhesion will be ehown on the appearance 
of a loose blister which grows as rubbing is continued. If 
the quality of the deposit is also poor, the blister may crack 
and the plating will peel away from the base metal. 

4. Thickness of silver plating shall be not less than 3 
microns, 

5. Leached lead m acetic acid solution 4 . 

As specified by the Government of the importing coun- 
try. However, In case of export to TJ.SA., the value 
as given hereunder shall be applicable. 

(a) For baby cup and articles intended for use by 

infants 0,5 p.p.m. max.

6. Marking on Silver Plated Wares. — All items of silver 
plated wares in the consignment shall have the markings

1. Short Title and Commencements 1) These rules may 
be called the Export of Silver Plated Wares (Inspection) 
Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on, the date of this publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

Definitions. — In these rules, unless the coutext other- 
wise required, — 

(a) “Act” means the Export (Quality Control and 

Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 erf 1963), 

(b) “Agency" mean® any one of the agencies established 

at Cochin, Madras, Calcutta, Bombay and Delhi 
under section 1 of the Act ; 

, (c) "“Silver Plated Wares" mean articles made of any 
metal or alloy having silver plating on them. 

3. Basis of Inspection.— (i) Inspection of Silver Plated 
Wares for export shall be carried out when the consignment 
is ready with a view to seeing that the same conforms to 
the specifications recognised by the Central Government 
under section 6 of the Act, (ii) The inspection shall be on 
the basis 6f fandom samples drawn from the consignment 
of Silver Plated Wares as per the Sampling Tables I and 
II annexed to these rules, (hi) The consignment shall be 
deemed to be conforming to the specifications under these 
rules if the number of defectives ip the said sample are 
not more than the permissible number stated in the afore- 
said Tables. 

4. Procedure of Inspection. — (1) (i) Any exporter intend- 
ing to export Silver Plated Wares shall intimate in writing 
of his intention to do so and submit along with such 
intimation a declaration of the specifications stipulated in 
the export contract giving details of all the technical charac- 
teristics and specifications required by the Government of 
the importing country if known to the exporter, or a declara- 
tion about the absence of any specifications in case nothing 
is stipulated in the export contract, to any agency to enable 
it to carry out inspection in accordance with rule 3 and he 
shall at the same time endorse a copy of such intimation 
for inspection to the office of the ^Council nearest to the

(2) Every intimation and declaration under .sub-rule (1) 
shall reach the offices of the agency and the Council not 
less than three days before the scheduled date of ship-

(3) On receipt of the intimation and declaration under 
sub-rule (2), the agency shall carry out the inspection of 


such Silver Plated Wares in accordance with rule 3 arid the 
instructions, if any, issued by the Council in thi® regard, .

(4) (i) After completion of inspection, the agency shall 
immediately seal the packages in the consignment in a 
manner so a® to ensure that tfie sealed goods cannot be 
tampered with ; (ii) In case of rejection, if the exporter so 
desires, the consignment may not be sealed by tfie agency, 
so, however, in such cases, the exporter shall not be entitled 
to prefer any appeal against the rejection, 

(5) When the agency is satisfied that the consignment of 
Silver Plated Wares complies with the requirements of 
rule 3, it shall by the next working day of completion of 
inspection and testing, issue a certificate to the exporter 
declaring that the consignment is exportworthy ; 

Provided that where the agency is not so satisfied, it 
shall within a period of 3 working day£ refuse to issue 
such certificate and communicate such refusal to the exporter 
along with the reasons therefor. 

(6) (i) As and when required by the agency, the exporter 
shall supply free of charge samples of Silver Plated Wares 
from the export consignment ; (ii) The samples shall, how- 
ever, be returned by the agency after necessary inspection 
and testing, 

5. Place of Inspection, — Inspection of Silver Plated Wares 
for the purpose of these rules shall be carfied out i 

(a) at the premises Of the manufacturer, or 

(b) at the premises at which the consignments • are 
offered by the exporter, provided adequate facili- 
ties for the purpose exist therein. 

6. Inspection Fee. — A fee at the rate of fifty paiae for 
every hundred rupees of F.O.B. value subject to a minimum 
of rupees twenty five for each consignment shall be paid 
by the exporter to the agency as inspection fee. 

7. Appeal.— (1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of 
the agency to issue a certificate under sub-rule (5) of rule 4 
may within ten days of receipt of communication of such 
refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a Panel of Experts 
consisting of not less than three but not more than seven 
such experts as may bo appointed for the purpose by the 
Central Government. 

(2) At least two-thirds of the total membership of the 
Panel shall consist of non-officials, 

(3) The quorum of the Panel shall be three. 

(4) The appeal shall be disposed off within 15 days of 
its receipt.

1. (1) These rules may be called the Homoeopathy Central 
Council (Election) Amendment Rules, 1977.

2. In rule 9,— 

(i) in sub-rule (1), existing provisos shall be omitted ; 

(ii) after sub-rule (1), the following sub-rules shall be in- 

serted, namely : — 

t4 (lA)-No elector shall subscribe, whether as proposer 
or as seconder, more than one nomination paper 
at the same election and, if he does, big signa- 
ture shall be inoperative on any paper other than 
the one first delivered, 

(IB) — Nothing In this rule shall prevent any candi- 
date from being nominated by more than one 
nomination paper for the same election : 

Provided that not more than four nomination papers 
shall be presented by or on behalf of any candi- 
date or accepted by the Returning Officer". 

3. In rule 11,— 

(i) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be substi- 

tuted, namely :— 

*‘(2) The Returning Officer shall examine the nomina- 
tion papers and shall decide all objections which 
may be made to any nomination and may, either 
on such objection or on his own motion, after 
such summary enquiry, if, any, as he thinks 
necessary, reject any nomination on any of the 
following grounds : — 

(a) that on the date appointed for the scrutiny of 

nominations, the candidate docs not possess a 
recognised medical qualification for standing 
election as such a candidate : 

(b) that he is not enrolled on the State Register of 

Homoeopathy and does not reside in the State 
from which he stands for election : 

(c) that he is already a member of the Central 

Council in any other capacity; 

(d) that the nomination paper is not received by the 

Returning Officer before the appointed time and 
date ! 

(e) that the signature of the candidate or the pro- 

poser or the seconder on the nomination paper 
Is not genuine ; and 

(f) that the proposer or the seconder is not entitled 

to vote at such an election,” ; 

(ii) sub -rule (3) shall be omitted, 

4. In rule 12, 

(i) in sub-rule (2), the words “or to be renominated as 

a candidate for the same election” 'ccnring after 
the word “withdrawal”, shall be omitted; 

(ii) for sub-rule (3), the following shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“(3) the Returning Officer shall, on receiving a notice of 
withdrawal and on being satisfied as to the 
genuinness of the notice of withdrawal under sub- 
rule (1), cause the notice to be affixed in 
some conspicuous place in his office”. 

5. In rule 13, in sub-rule (4), — 

(i) the word “registered” shall be inserted after the words 
“send by” occuring in second Tine : 

(ii the words “and a certificate of posting shall be obtain- 
ed in respect of each such letter of intimation sent 
to an elector” occuring after the words ”on outer 
envelop also addressed to him” shall be omitted. 

6. In rule 14,— 

(i) the word “registered” occuring after the words “send 
the outer cover by” shall be omitted : 
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- (ii) the word* “or received by the unregistered post” oc- 
curing after the words “received after that day and 
hour” shall be omitted, 

7. In rule 19, for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(2) if, after the counting of the votes is completed, an 
equality of votes is found to exist between any candi- 
dates, and the addition of one vote will entitle any 
of those candidates to be declared elected the Re- 
turning Officer shall forthwith decide between those 
candidates by lot and proceed as if the candidate on 
whom the lot falls had received an additional vote.”

2, After usual notices were issued to the respective 
parties, parties filed their statement of claim and written 
statement and in consequence following issues were framed 
for trial : 

1. Whether Shri J. R, Madan, the concerned workman 

was a temporary employee and was his termina- 
tion of services legal and justified ? 

2. Tf issue No. 1 is found against the management and

4, After usual notices were issued to the parties they 
appeared before this Tribunal and case was adjourned 
for evidence of the workman. The evidence of the work- 
man was. recorded and thereafter talks for compromise 
started between the parties and ultimately a compromise has 
been arrived at between parties, A compromise Ex. C/1 
was filed in pursuance of the talks between the parties and 
the said compromise was ordered to be recorded and the 
statement of Shri J R. Madan, workman and Shri Harish 
Chandra, Advocate for the Bank was recorded on 20-12-1977. 
It is in these circumstances that the case has come ud for 
final disposal before me. J have satisfied myself and found 
that compromise is for the benfit of the workman and as 
such it was recorded. Accordingly an award in terms pf 
compromise Ex. C/1 is hereby made in the matter under 
reference and accordingly it is directed that the Management 
would appoint the present workman on permanent basis as 
a clerk and a letter of appointment shall be issued to him 
by the Assistant General Manager’s Office Chandigarh, Tt 
is further ordered that the workman shall be deemed to have 
entered service on permanent basis afresh on the date he 
reports for duty in pursuance of appointment letter which 
will be issued to the workman not later than 16th January, 
1978, It is further ordered that in consideration of the pro- 
posal of the Bank to appoint the workman Shri J. R, Madan 
on permanent basis a s a clerk in the usual grade and accord- 
ing to usual service conditions the workman shall be deem- 
ed to have given up his entire claim for back wages. 
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Parties would bear their own costa,

‘I tender compromise Ex. C/1 which has been arrived 
at between the parties. The workman has already 
joined his duty. An award may be made accord- 
ing to C/1/ 

Accordingly It is awarded that the Bank shall absorb the 
workman Hari Ballabh Tewari in permanent service as a 
peon at Jaipur with retrospective effect from 8th October, 
1977 on usual terms and conditions in accordance with com- 
promise Ex. C/1, The compromise has been executed by 
Shri R. G. Khandelwal, Provincial President for the Union 
and is evidenced by the workman, Shri Hari Ballabh Tewari 
and Shri Inder Jeet Sharma. On behalf of the Management 
Shri Rama Kant, P, Regional Manager.
